How  to  Grow  Mignonette 

Sow  about  5 seeds  in  234-in.  pots  about  Aug.  1st.  Place  in  cool, 
well  ventilated  house.  When  seedlings  show  four  leaves  thin  out  to 
2 or  3 plants  and  ])lant  in  solid  bed  12  to  15  in.  apart.  Water  care- 
fully and  shade  house.  Use  very  little  water  until  plants  are  well 
established. 

When  plants  are  about  4 in.  high,  thin  out  to  one  plant  and  when 
they  are  6 in.  high  pick  out  center  so  they  will  branch.  Remove  ail 
laterals  on  flowering  stem.  Air  is  very  essential;  days,  55  to  60; 
nights,  42  to  46.  Use  good,  rich  soil  and  top  dress  well.  If  tied  up 
like  Carnations  will  give  better  results.  Ventilators  should  be 
screened  to  keep  out  butterflies  and  caterpillars,  or  they  will  do  lots 
of  damage.
